‘is necessary to supply a charge at a higher 
pressure . atmospheric. so 

Supercharging is the process that has 
been adopted to increase the ‘ingoing 
charge, by means of which more power 
is obtained from a given t¥linder 
capacity, and a considerable increase of 
power does result. Until recently most 
owner-drivers were of opinion that super- 
charging was only practical for racing 
cars—that the fitting of a supercharger 
took too much out of the engine and 
damaged it in some way or other, .To-day, 
however, opiriion has’ changed, ánd the 
number of touring cars that are. being 
fitted with a supercharger is daily in- 
creasing. The very many advantages of 
such mechanism is being appreciated and 
the average motorist is taking a lively 
interest in the question. 

THE ADVANTAGES. 

The most important advantages of a 
supercharger are that, withont: any 
addition of weight, without any structural 
alterations to the engine, the fop gear 
performance of a small engined car: fitted 
with this mechanism equals that of an 
engine of very much greater horse-power. 
For instance, a supercharged fourteen 
horse-power car will give equally as good 
a performance as a twenty horse-power 
car running without a supercharger, 
which means that the “annual “tax is 
lower, while the lesser weight of the 
supercharged car gives better acceleration 
‘and a reduced pétrol céhsumption. : 

- The power curve of .fhe engine is ex- 
tended..so.that ithe engine is speeded up. 


a? L-If, for instance, a car develops a maximum 


of 55 brake horse-power at 4,000 ‘revolu- 
tions per minute, the fitting of a super- 
charger may easily result in increasin 
this to 65. brake horse-power’ at 4, 
revolutions per minute. e supercharger 
| iniy~mixed the various constituents 
of the ingoing charge, and this, with the 
increased pressure, more equably dis- 
tributes the charge to the several 
cylinders. 

The result of the operation of all super- 
chargers is the same. They provide the 
engine with an ingoing charge under pres- 
sure, so that the pout is pressing 
against the inlet valve, waiting an oppor- 
tunity to enter the engine, whereas under 
normal conditions the descending piston 
has to suck in the charge, the partial 
vacuum set up in the combustion chamber 


pressure at which the new charge is 
delivered depends upon the design and 
the setting of the supercharger. 

PRESSURE FOR TOURING CARS. 

The degree to which the. ingoing 
charge should be compressed depends 
upon, the type of engine. For the 
touring car an excessive pressure is neither 
desirable nor necessary, all that is re- 
quired being to ensure that the combustion 
chamber is filled to capacity. Four to six 
pounds above normal is generally suffi- 
cient, and the degree of forced induction. 
thus created increases the output con- 
siderably, but does not materially increase 
the loads on the working parts. 

A pressure of five pounds will increase 
the power output by thirty per cent. 
The fitting of a super-charger will, there- 
fore mean better acceleration and a 
reduced petrol consumption without 
increase of weight or road tax— 
two things that the ordinary motorist 
will appreciate very considerably.

MONTH FOR ASSAULT ON GIBL 
EMPLOYE. 


Lawrence Mooney, a young man, was 
indicted on several counts charging him 
with using violence towards and intimidating 
May Power on August 27th last, with a view 
to compelling her to abstain from working 
in Messrs. Levenson’s establishment, in 
Upper Dorset street; with assaulting May

Mr. Brereton Barry said that at the time 
a strike was in progress in Messrs.

The defendant, in evidence, denied having 
been in O'Connell street on the night on 
which Miss Power alleged that he assaulted 
her. He denied. having intimidated Miss 
Power or William Rifkin. 

James Carney, head doorman at the 
Pheenix Picture House, said that the de- 
fendant was employed as doorman, and on 
August 27th was on duty al? the evening 
until 10.45. 

Michael Barrett. who had charge of the 
picket, said that the accused man never was 
on picket duty in: the evening “time. 

The jury found the prisoner guilty of 
intimidation on the night of August 27th and 
of the assault. They disagretd. on other 
counts. i 

Mr. Brereton Barry entered a nolle prosequi 
on these counts. 

Judge Shannon imposed a sentence of one 
month’s imprisonment with hard labour.

OTHER CASES. 

A sentence of fouz-years’ penal servitude 
passed on Patrick a. for breaking into 
the premises of Beamish and Crawford, Cam- 
den street, Dublin, and stealing goods, was 
reduced to one of eighteen months’ hard 
labour by the judge, who said that he did 
so because the prisoner had had a virtually 
clean record since his last term of penal 
servitude some years ago, and also because 
he had had a large quantity of drink on the 
oceasion of the robbery.

At the end of July, 1929, Messrs. North 
received a letter from Mr. Stapleton, solicitor, 
inquiring for a large mansion house and 
estate, as appeared afterwards, on behalf of 
a religious community, and Messrs. North 
submitted the particulars of Castlemartyr, 
together with those of another property. Mr. 
Stapleton, by a letter of the Ist August, 
kept the matter open until he got particulars 
of other properties. On’ the 7th August 
Messrs. North. published an advertisement on 
their own account wanting a large mansion 
house and grounds, such as Mr. Stapleton 
had . mentioned. 

On August 16th Mr... Dinan’s son, Mr. 
Arthur Dinan, the managing director of the 
firm; came to Dublin and saw Mr. Brindley, 
one of the members of North’s, who intro- 
duced him at his request to Mr. Stapleton. 
Messrs. North took no interest in the 


negotiations, which continued through Sep- 


tember and October. 
THE INTRODUCTION. 

His lordship was satisfied that Messrs. 
North were not acting for Stapleton, but in 
their own interests, when they put the 
advertisement in the Press. He found also 
that Messrs. North still regarded themselves 
as Dinan’s agents, but in his opinion they 
thought that nothing ever would come of the 
negotiations and were rather casual about it, 
and willing to let young Mr. Dinan do his 
best. This might affect the amount of re- 
muneration to which they were entitled, but, 
in his opinion, it did not disentitle them to 
the appropriate recompense for the service 
of the introduction. If they had properly 
realised their position, his lordship was cer- 
tain thai thev would have given Mr. Dinan 
the benefit of their vast experience in the 
negotiation of suchgsales, and probably have 
obtained for him a larger sum. 

“‘As far as Mr. Dinan and his son are 
concerned,” continued Mr. Justice Hanna, 
“1 am satisfied that they acted honourably 
throughout, and had no desire to take the 
sale out of North’s hands. but honestly be- 
heved the latter were acting for the pur- 
chaser. J find that the introduction was an 
effective element in bringing about the sale, 
and I must assess some compensation for the 
plaintiffs’ services. 

SCALE OF REMUNERATION. 

“ They have based their claim upon a scale 
fixed by the Society of Estate Agents and 
Auctioneers in England, and claim that it 
is the minimum to which they are entitled. 
This is an Association scale framed to pre- 
vent the’ members of the profession from 
undercutting one another, but it is clear law 
that it is not binding -on clients, unless’ it 
is expressly brought to them notice and 
agreed to by them, or established by con- 
vincing proof of some umiversal custom. If 
this is not done the Court has to determine 
for itself what is a reasonable remuneration 
for the services rendered. Mr. MeMahon, 
another Dublin auctioneer, gave evidence on 
behalf of the plaintiffs of another scale, but 
it has not been pleaded, nor attempted to be 
proved, that there is a rate so well known 
— as to amount to a custom at 
aw. 

JUDGMENT FOR £120. 

In the absence of any express agreement, 
his lordship fixed the remuneration on the 
basis of 1 per cent. of the purchase monev— 
that is, a sum of £120, for which sum he 
gave judgment.

Is this beautifully-produced book is a 

play by Eva Gore-Booth ‘that hitherto 
has not been known generally to exist at 
all. It is a re-telling of the Deirdre 
legend, entirely different from other stage 
versions, which might profitably be staged 
at the Abbey Theatre. 

The play itself was written about 1908, 
and the drawings which illustrate it are 
the work of a convalescent period in the 
winter of 1916-17.. As the work of one 
who drew only for her own pleasure and 
never had any lessons, the illustrations 
betray a talent very remarkable and very 
virile. Even ‘the unfinished drawings have 
that touch of genius which suggest that 
Miss Gore-Booth might have attained to a 
considerable distinction in the graphic art. 
“The Buried Life. of Deirdre ” is the 
drama of two contending forces: ‘‘ the 
force of Angus, which is the’ possessive 
and exclusive passion of love, and the 
force of Mannanan, which is the freedom 
and universality of loving.’”’ It is in the 
conflict of these forces that the evil of 
Deirdre’s past life are worked out. Her 
death and that of Naisi are claimed as a 
sacrifice to the law of evolution, under 
which pain is a condition of. survival.

PRIVATE JUDGMENT. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sim,--If I were an illiterate person, living 
in a remote district where only one doctes 
was ever seen, and I fell ~ “ló I would 
have to take the doctor’s word for the 
corresiness of his treatment. 1 would regard 
him as practically infallible. Living, as I 
do, in the city of Old Leighlin, I know that 
doctors differ as much as clergymen and 
politicians. This fact necessitates my using 
my private judgment in the choice of a 
doctor, When life and death are hanging in 
the balance, and people are intensely in 
earnest, it is wonderful what private judg- 
ment can do. We all know of. 
lives have been saved because patients and 
their friends did not regard doctors as 
above criticism, even by laymen. 

This principle of not merely the right, 
but. the necessity, of private judgment 
applies to all departments of human interests 
and knowledge. No individual can rise above 
the level of his own faculties; they are the 
ultimate foundation of all his knowledge and 
assurance of anything. Anyone can see the 
truth of this if he takes the trouble to 
examine the reason why he believes any one 
thing. 1 am quite willing to believe any- 
thing which God has revealed. Indeed, I 
cannot conceive how any man could question 
the truth of an assured revelation from God ; 
but how are we to know that a certain 
thing has been revealed by God? On many 
matters the Rev. Ambrose Coleman and I 
would differ as to the answer io this 
question. Who is to judge which of us is 
right’ He says that to discuss this matter 
“would lead to endless controversy.’’ Well, 
the very fact that learned men come to 
opposite conclusions proves that there is no 
absolute ceriainty on the matter. Every 
individual is, therefore, thrown hack upon 
his own private judgment, if he is to have 
anv opinion at all, 

Look what happens in the mission field. 
An Anglican missionary goes out and converts 
a certam number of heathens to what he 
calls Christianity. After a while a Roman 
Cathohe missionary comes and tells them that 
the Anglican is leading them astray—that he 
alone has the truth. Then comes a Greek 
missionary and assures them that both the 
Anglican and the Roman teachers are all 
wrong—he alone ean teach them the true 
orthodox faith, How are the natives to 
decide between these three conflicting claims?

EXPERIMENTAL PUBLICITY 


i SCHEME, 

The first attempt in the British Isles to 
use sponsored radio programmes was made 
on Tuesday night last, when, under the 
supervision of Universal Radio Publicity, 
Ltd., in collaboration with McConnell’s 
Advertising Service, Messrs. P. J. Carroll 
and Co., Litd., of Dundalk, sent out a pro- 
gramme from 2RN (the Dublin station). 
The programme took the form of any 
ordinary eniertainment, but at intervals the 
listener was réminded of the quality of the 
cigarettes and, tobaccos manufactured by 
the firm promoting the broadcast. 

The Radio Publicity Co. Ltd., have 
obtained the right to use the 2RN station 
for a certain number of hours, which will 
be spread over a period of four or five weeks. 
‘the manufacturers. sending out the pro- 
giammes will bear the entire cost, in addition 
to paying for the permission io use the 
station. 

The scheme is yet in the experimental 
stages, and at the end of the period allotted 
to the. publicity company, the Government 
will collect evidence from the Irish listeners 
and from the Irish manufacturers to show

| Dublin a Century Ago. 


Dublin had a high sense of its metro- 
politan dignity a hundred years ago, and 
the city fathers of the day took steps, on 
the occasion of a i ie coronation, which 

"they would hardly adopt to-day. It was no 
less than the authorisation of the Lord 
Mayor and sheriffs to attend in state at 
the crowning of King William and his 
Consort in October, Not to be 
eclipsed in civic grandeur by the official 
representatives of English and Scottish 
municipalities, his lordship had the 
historic Gold Coach, afterwards christened 
“ Gingerbread,’’ brought to London with 
him, and the High Sheriff, who then had 
the privilege of having an official equipage 
assigned to him for use on big occasions, 
had his carriage shipped to London also. 
In the procession from Whitehall to West- 
minster Abbey, the Irish section of the 
pageant, according to the contemporary 
Press comments, supplied ‘‘a happy and 
picturesque element in a scene of splendour 
which the oldest of our citizens cannot 
hope to ever again see the equal of it.’’ 
We can well believe that the Londoners 
must have been much struck by the beauty 
of the mayoral coach, which was a thing 
of ‘‘ scarlet and gold.” ‘‘ The interior,” 
according to a Dublin paper of the day, 
‘‘is lined with scarlet cloth and yellow 
silk; the hangings are light and tasteful, 
and the coup d’ail of the whole is at 


once rich and imposing.”’ 


Cork’s Motor-Cycle Crack. 


Ireland is to see the next attempt on 
the world’s motor cycling “' record,” 
and the Cork club has been granted per- 
mission to hold it. The road on which the 
effort will be made is outside the city in 
the Carrigrohane district, is directly 
straight for four miles, I am told, and is 
made of reinforced concrete. J. 8. Smith, 
the famous motor-cyclist, will make the 
attempt, but the date has not yet been 
specified. There are a few people, I hear, 
who believe that since concrete surface 
has a retarding effect in high speeds 


Smith will not be able to break the 
record set up by the German rider. This 
factor, however, makes the attempt all 
the more interesting, and if Smith 
accomplishes his task, he will not only 
secure the world “ record ” for England— 
on a Free State track—but he will 
establish a reputation for Cork. 


Concerning ACulvany. 


Discussing the Alsdorf mining disaster, 
yesterday. I was interested to learn of the 
important part taken by a Dublin man in 
the development of the Westphalian coal- 
fields. William T. Mulvany, born at 
Sandymount, was one of the Commis- 
sioners of the Irish Board of Works. After 
completing his public services he went to 
Disseldorf and .opened up the four coal 
mines: ‘‘Shamrock,’’ ‘‘Erin,’’ ‘‘Hibernia’’ 
and “ Emerald,” I remember, during the 
last great coal strike in England, to have 
seen German “ briquets’’ bearing the 
Shamrock brand, sold in Dublin. Mr. 
Mylvany’s son was the Bfitish Consul- 
General for the Westphalian and Rhenish 
Provinces prior to the War, and his family 
founded the church for British residents 
in Dusseldorf. Thomas Mulvany, junior, 
popularised steeplechasing in Germany. 
His head horseman, Toole, who was an ex- 
pert breeder, successfully managed his 
training establishment near Dortmund. 


When Coal was Taxed. 


It may be of interest to the citizens of 
Dublin to-day to know that when 
Carlisle Bridge was constructed—sub- 
sequently widened and re-named O'Connell 
Bridge—a considerable part of the 
revenue for that purpose was obtained 
by a tax of a shilling a ton levied on all 
cargoes of coal that entered the Liffey. 
The tax was far from popular among a 
goodly section of the citizens, chiefly 
residents on the South side, who - but 
seldom crossed the river, and much 
satisfaction was felt amongst them 
when the Chamber of Commerce began 
to agitate for the abolition of the impost. 
Indeed, in October, 1830, the question was 
uppermost in the minds of that body, 
who, with the assistance of local members 
of Parliament, were working energetically 
for the discontinuance of the tax. 
Business men of all parties contended that 
it operated severely on the poor of

BRAY TECHNICAL 
SCHOOL PRIZE-GIVING.

The Rev. Chancellor G.- D. Scott, M.A., | 
last night distributed the prizes to the suc- 
cessful students of the Bray Technical 
School, of the year’s working of which the 
Principal was able to give an excellent re- 


ort, ' i 
: The Very Rev. J.J. Kennedy, P.P., Ennis- 
kerry, presided over a large gathering, which 
was addressed by Mr. J. P- O’Brien, B.A., 
Secretary of the Irish Tourist Association. 
Chancellor Scott expressed the hope that 
the Government would extend greater help in 
connection with the new technical se ocl 
proposal than their expressed intention at 
present indicated. ie 
Mr. P. J. Meghen, B.E., Commissioner 
for Bray, said that he hoped that the 
financing of the scheme for the erection of a 
new technical school would be successfully 
completed, so that the work could be com- 
menced. 
The Rev. K. R. Brady, C.C., also spoke. 
Mr. O’Brien, who spoke on the technical 
training ot hotel staffs and the prospects of 
the tourist industry for the absorption “of 
surplus labour, said that the inauguration of 
the new scheme for vocational education was 
more opportune than even its promoters 
anticipated. Technical training was un- 
doubtedly a potent factor in the provision of 
openings for their surplus labour. In the 
past it took second place to emigration, but 
to-day it looked as if it would have to 
shoulder the responsibility of first place. The 
rastrictions now imposed on emigration to the 
United States of America almost amounted 
to total prohibition. It became a national 
duty to examine every possible medium for 
the placing of their surplus labour at home. 
There was no section of vocational training 
which held such possibilities as that apper- 
taining to the tour.st industry, It was 
scarcely recognised that a very considerable 
development had taken place in recent years 
in the hotel and catering business, and the 
actual results in the provision of increased 
employment were nothing short of remark- 
able, All over the country examples could 
he found of substantial extensions to exist- 
ing hotels. In the centre of Dublin alone 
over 400 additional hotel rooms had been 
provided, and not a few new hotels had 
sprung up in hitherto undeveloped resorts. 
This was pioneer work, and it was pleasant 
to learn that the results were amply justify- 
ing the confidence of those responsible. 
‘There is not the slightest doubt that 
Ireland is facing, within a very few years, a 
considerable extension in its hotel business,” 
concluded Mr. O’Brien, The responsibility 
for providing trained staffs for these hotels 
would fall entirely on their technical schools,

able source of employment to the large 
number of trained foréign staffs, who would 
be only too anxious to avail of it. 


THE POET LAUREATE 
HONOURED. 


DR. MASEFIELD ON LIFE AND ITS 
PURPOSE. 

For the first time since the honour was 
conferred on Nelson on his return after the 
battle of the Nile, Hereford yesterday 
admitted to its freedom another non-resident 
of the «ity, Dr. John Masefield, the Poet 
Laureate, in honour of his recent appoint- 
ment. 

Returning thanks, Dr. Masefield said that he 
believed that life was the expression of a will 
or law which had a purpose in every one 
of its manifestations. He believed that, this 
world was only a shadow of the real world, 
and he thought that by brooding on what 
was brightest and most generous in this 
world the beauty and the bounty and. the 
majesty of the real world shone in upon the 
suul, 

Speaking later at a luncheon the Poet 
Laureate ‘said that Herefordshire wus’ almost 
the last stronghold of the old England that 
was so noble and wonderful only a hundred 
years ago, which got its living out of the soil. 
Nations, like individuals, sometimes followed 
false gods and adyisers and made a mess of 
san om For the last one hundred years 
Kngland had been making a mess of things, 
following after false gods and devastating a 
lovely land. 

It had not made them happy or wealthy, 
but they saw the errors of their ways. He 
hoped for the next generation some saner 
way of hving would be found, and that the 
nation would once again get its living and 
inspiration out of the soil, and its joys from 
living near the soil, in kinship with its 
heauty, which had been so largely threatened 
and so largely desecrated.

TTENTION once more has been drawn 
to the Northern Government's atti- 
tude towards McCrea-Magee College, 
Londonderry. The college gets no assist- 
ance out of public funds, although grants 
are given to other educational institutions, 
and, notwithstanding protests by the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church, nothing has been done to improve 
the situation. e college has had a long 
and honourable association with “ inity. 
College, Dublin, and it is not likely to 
break that connection. 

The subject was discussed at the open- 
ing of the college session yesterday, 
when it was mentioned that fourteen of its 
students had entered for the special B.A. 
degree examination in Trinity College last 
June, and all had been syccessful. The 
Rev. Professor Semple, who presided, said 
that this was a very creditable record, and 
they could reasonably claim that good 
work had been done by the college for the 
community, The State, however, had 
refused to recognise their claim. Their 
rulers must be extremely dense if the equity 
and justice of that claim remained un- 
answered. 

“Tt is the duty of our Government, 
whose interest in education is un- 
questioned, to come to our assistance,” he 
added, ‘‘and to provide the means to 
further work, which is for the benefit of 
the whole community. " 


NORTHERN “ FOREIGNERS.” 


There was subtle humour in a state- 
ment made by Mr. E. A. Plunket, Auditor 
of the Solicitors’ Apprentices’ Debating 
Society of Ireland, when speaking last 
night at the annual dinner of the Northern 
Ireland kindred society in Belfast. He 
said that the cordial relationships 
between the legal professions of North 
and South were of great national 
value, and then he said that he felt it 
hard to regard his Northern colleagues as 
‘“ foreigners.’’ He was confident, how-' 
ever, that the coming generation would 
carry worthily the great traditions of the 
days when the profession was one in Ire- 
land. ‘‘ T,” said Mr. Plunket, “ the day 
ever comes when the country is one again, 
I think it will be the result of the cordial 
relations between our societies.’’ 

Several other speakers referred to the 
strong bond of fellowship which exists 
between the Northern and Southern 
societies, and to the valuable influence 
of the Law Society of Ireland. The same 
story of friendly relations between 
Northern Ireland and Free State public 
bodies and organisations is frequently 
told, but politicians in high places still 
maintain an attitude of aloofness. The 
permanency of the border is their chief 
concern in statesmanship. Business men 
are becoming gradually convinced, however, 
that politics are a poor substitute for 
progress and development throughout the 
country. Economic pressure. is beginning 
to teil the tale.

LONDON MERCHANT’S 
VIEW. 


From OUR AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT, 
LONDON, Thursday. 

Despite the demand for mechanisatiou, a 
feature of the butter-making contests at the 
Dairy Show this week, as well as at the Royal 
Show, the Royal Dublin Society’s Show, and 
ether important agricultural fixtures, is that 
all the work is done by hand from the time 
tl.at the cream is churned until the butter is 
placed before the judges. It gives competitors 
a chance of showing their skill as home butter- 
makers, and because of the general environ- 
ment attracts a lot of attention from the 
public. . 

Everyone enjoys good home-made butter, 
and it is good to see dairymaids and dairymen 
showing what they can do, but it does not 
represent the actual conditions under which 
the bulk of the butter marketed is produced: 
In Ireland most of our butter is manufactured 
in creameries, and on that we have built up 
a big trade with Great Britain. Elsewhere it 
is pretty much the same. 

THE IRISH BUTTE? INDUSTRY.

When 
asked what would be the effect if, as a result 
of the Commission sr to inquire into 
the working of the Irish butter industry, it 
was decided to dissolve the Combined Market- 
ing Board of Irish Associated Creameries and 
go back to former conditions of individual 
trading, one big merchant, not now directly 


interested, said :—‘‘ In that case buyers would |. 


make more money than they do at present. 

From their point of view, it would be a good 

thing, but I do not see how it would help 

the industry.’ 

“In the first place, buyers would not be 
able to trade without haggling’ over prices. 
In the second, they could not place orders 
for pee quantities with the certainty that 
ihe butter would be available; and, lastly, 

_ it would not be possible to secure uniformity 
of quality. 
PUTTING BACK THE CLOCK, 

F* Here in London,” he gaid, “Irish butter 
had an indifferent footing until your system 
of marketing was properly organised, and it 
would be putting back the clock to change 
it now.”’ 

What the Butter Commission will recom- 
mend I cannot say; but I hear it suggested, 
in the interests of the industry, that the 
Free State Government should tackle the 
mater pcm C and make the organised 
marketing scheme compulsory. A similar 
plan has been adopted elsewhere with 
success, and, in view of the good results 
already obtained through the Irish Associated 
Creameries, there is no reason why it should 
fail in Ireland, 

If all of the creameries were compelled to 
join the Irish Associated Creameries, it is 
suggested by people who are watching 
matters Ae i that half of the new Market- 
ing Board hana be nominated by the 
creameries, one quarter by the Governr--t, 
and one quarter by the Irish Agricultural 
Organisation Society. In this way, it 1s con- 
tended, all interests would be fully protected, 
and the producer would benefit.

SIR. ALAN COBHAM'S 


VIEWS, 


Lord Marley, Parliamentary Under- 
Secretary for War, proposing the toast of 
“Aviation”? at the Oyster Feast at Col- 
chester, yesterday, referred to the victims of 
the R 101, who ame martyrs to the cause 
they upheld. ‘‘ That is bound to be the case 
in any new human activity, and we must 
realise that progress demands its sacrifices.” 
He said: “ Aviation is essentially the pro- 
gressive effort of youth, and young men and 
young women are among our leaders in this 
new activity.” 

Sir Alan Cobham referred to the “ free- 
masonry of the air,” and asked how our 
civil aviation was going to branch out. 
““()ur greatest trouble is pessimism,’’ he said. 
“Ti, has been said that aviation is a develop. 
ment for the youth of the country. That 
may be so, but it must be backed by the 
governing generation of to-day. nfor- 
tunately aviation has come upon us so 
quickly that the average individual cannot 
grasp it. Biying is not of the age of a good 
many.folk. I have discovered that all young 
people believe in flying. ‘They take it for 
granted. The very old folk, too, do not mind ' 
going up. (Hear, hear.) But the people who 
aro timid are not so much the ladies, who 
are our greatest supporters, It is the gentle- 
men between the ages of 45 and 60, - The 
men who ran the country and control matters 
are of that age. After that they do not seem 
to care whether they fly or not.” (Laughter.) 

Sir Alan referred to the KR 101. ‘“ As far 
as I can see the matter is this,” he said: 
“The R 101 bumped a hill, and that was 
that. There are many other things that have 
happened in: just the same way, After .2;,000 
years Of shipping we have ships going on 
rocks that have all been aited. With all 
our experience of aeroplanes we stil have 
crashes, In view of that I hope that we shall 
not let down those pioneers who went out in 
all good faith on that flight,. but unfortu- 
nately met with an accident, 


MERRY MOMENTS.

A meeiing of the Council of the Royal 
Dublin Soctety was held in the Council 
Chamber, Ballsbridge, yesterday for the pur- 
pose of considering proposed aiterations of 
the by-laws.

In proposing the adoption of certain altera- 
tions of the by-laws dealing with the election 
io the Conk and committees, Mr. Justice 
Wylie said that it had been felt for some 
time ‘that the present method of election to 
the committees was obsolete and undemo- 
cratic. At present there were twenty-one 
members on the Committee of Agricuiture, 
and it was compulsory for that Committee te 
prepare a list of twenty-eight names to be 
submitted to the electorate, and 
similarly for the other commitiees. It was 
true that it was open to any member of the 
Society to propose any other members for 
that Committee at the stated general meeting,

At 
that time the Society was much er, and 
there was very little interest taken in it or 
any of its affairs, and, owing to the number 
of names proposed by the committees, there 
was no possibility of any new blood being 
introduced. Their membership had greatly 
increased and the present members took more 
interest im the Society’s work. He thought 
that the committees enould have no deciding 
voice as to what new members should be 
introduced. 
MISLEADING STATEMENT. 

“May I, briefiy, draw attention,’ 
Justice Wylie went on, “to a matter which 
has come under my notice? In one of the 
daily mewspapers yesterday in Dublin there 
was a letter attacking the Society because of 
an alleged change to be made in the by-laws. 
This letter stated that some of the originators 
of this new scheme were at the helm of the 


Society during the dark days—whatever that | 


may mean. It was also said that this amend- 
ment would make it more difficult to obtain 
proper representation on the Committee and 
would destroy the good work of Mr. Bohane. 
I deeply regret that any person labourimg 
under am entirely false impression should do 
the Society harm in this way. . The proposed 
alterations will make the elections still wider 
and more democratic. This letter was, in 
every single line and every statement, en- 
tirely false and misleading.’ i 
It was further suggested that all nomina- 
tions of few candidates should be accom- 
panied by a note of the '' special qualifica- 
tions’’ of each candidate entitling him to 
serve on any committee. He suggested that 
they should add to that: '' Special qualifica- 
tions likely te promote the objects of the 
Society if elected to serve on that Com- 
mittee.” Special qualifications did uot 
necessarily mean the candidaie’s degrees or 
business career outside the Society, but 
should prove that he was a person who, by 
his business career, was likely to benefit 
them and so foster the objects for which the 
Society was inaugurated—that was, im the 
case of the Commitéee of Agriculture, if he 
was a large exhibitor at their shows and 
able to advise them on agricultural matters ; 
in the case of the Committee of Science, if 
he was a well-known member of the science

' ACTIVITIES. 

Mr. Ty J. W.. Kenny, managing director, 
Connaught Tribune, Galway, presi at the 
monthiy meeting of the National. Executive 
of-the Irish Tourisi Association. . : 

The hunting and shooting facilities avail- 
able for visitors to Ireland have become 
increasingly popular in recent years, and the 
lrish Tourist Association, at.its recent meet- 
ing, decided to take special steps to intensif 
its <publicity work for the creation of an all- 
the-year-round influx of visitors from abroad. 
For this purpose a shop window has been 
secured jm Piccadilly Cireus for a pictorial 
display to advertise Irish hunting. ‘This 
display will be made in the window of 
Traveller's, Ltd., and, im conjunction with 
newspaper. advertising and other special 
activities: being undertaken by the Associa- 
tion, .it is hoped that it will bring to the 
notice of prospective sporting visitors in a 
new and effective manner the advantages 
which characterise ireland as a “happy 
hunting; ground.”’ The Association is 
especially interested in the dev t of 
Irish shunting as a form of tourist traffic 
which will be particularly beneficial to the 
farming interests, and a full list of Irish 
hunts, with. particulars of meets, etc., is 
being comp! in. an attractive publication, 
which will .be distributed free through 
various clubs, etc., in outside countries, 

INSPECTION OF HOTELS. 

With the close of the summer season, the 
Association is now busy on the inspection of 
hotels throughout the country im connection 
with its proposal to issue official display 
signs before the opening of the next season. | 
The issue of display signs, it is hoped, will 
be an additional incentive in this campaign 
of improvement, since hotels which are not 
up to the standard required for securing | 
signs will undoubtedly be ambitious to reach | 
that standard as soon as possible. 

With a view to attracting visitors to Ire- 
land in 1931, the Association has decided to 
issue a number of publications dealing with 
all parts of the country. The total number 
of pieces of literature embraced in the new 
proposals amounts to over 1,400,000. No 
pe of the omy and no aspect of Irish 

olidays is omitted. 

With a view to keeping the merits of 
Treland before prospective visitors in Great 
Britain during the winter months, it is pro- 
posed “to engage Mr. D. L. Kelleher, the 
well-known Irish writer, to deliver a series 
of lectures in that country, and, in conjunc- 
tion with his work, to arrange for a regular 
canvass of tourist agents and ethers in- 
terested in travel. 

For 1951 the Association is confident of 
having a first-class tourist bureaw in Dublin, 
which will act not only as headquarters of 
the Association for all parts of the world, 
but as a ready medium for providing in- 
formation to the thousands of Dublin citizens

BELFAST, Thursday. 

The report of the Synod of the Diocese of 
Down and Connor and Dromore, to be pre- 
sented at the meeting to be held in Belfast 
on the 28th inst., has been issued by the 
Council. 

One of the notices of motion, standing in 
the name of Mr. John Bristow, is as fol- 
lows :—** The Diocesan Synod of Down and 
Connor and Dromore reaflirms its approval 
of the resolution passed by the Diocesan 
Synod on the 3rd November, 1925, and con- 
sents, as required by Constitation, Chapter 1, 
Section 33, to the division of the diocese on 
the lines then defined, and undertakes to 
supply a residence for the new Bishop if 
an adequate speed is provided for him from 
the general funds of the Church.”’ 


FURTHER RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Under the head of “' Division of 
the United Dioceses,’ the report details the 
circumstances leading up to the proposal, 
and adds:—The Committee, having con- 
sidered the letter, recommended that the 
Council should advise the Diocesan Synod to 
agree to the division of the united diocese on 
the terms of the resolution of the Representa- 
tive Church Body of the 18th June, 1930. 

The Committee further recommended that 
the pangresd line of demarcation should be 
accepted as being the most suitable, and 
that the united diocese should undertake to 
provide an episcopal residence,

The older Dominions do not support 
the Free State’s point of view. Some of 
them wish to retain the Judicial Com- |. 
mittee as a final Court of Appeal in its 
present form; others favour its replace- 
ment by some form of imperial tribunal. 
The Free State is the only Dominion that 
will have nothing to do with the Privy 
Council, although her Constitution ex- 
plicitly enshrines the citizen’s right of 
appeal. It seems that, with or without 
the consent of the British Government, 
the Executive Council proposes to repeal 
If this article is expunged 


the sanctity of the remainder? It has 
been argued that Article 66 can be deleted 
because it does not interfere with the 
“ Treaty position,” but what warrant is 
there for that statement? Inasmuch as 
the Free State’s position in the British 
Empire is defined by the Treaty as being 
identical with that of Canada, and as that 
Dominion maintains the right of appeal, 
Article 66 is as important from the Treaty 
point of view as any other article. If it 
can be removed without effect on the 
Treaty position, why was it not rémoved 
long ago? Constitutional amendments that 
do not bear on the Treaty can be made, 
and have been made, by unilateral Acts 
of the Oireachtas. The Free State Govern. 
ment would have saved itself much trouble 
and expense if it had taken this apparently 
simple course. It has preferred to juggle 
with ad hoc bills. 

The right of appeal to the King in 
Council is part of the heritage of every 
British subject, It is at least as important 
as the oath of allegiance to the King, 
which must be taken by every member of 
the Oireachtas; practically, indeed, it is 
more important than any oath. Not only 
is the right of appeal a safeguard for 
minorities ; it is a -precious guarantee of 
the individual’s liberty. It is probable 
that, as a result of the deliberations of the 
Imperial Conference, the existing system 
will: be changed, if not abolished’; for, so 
long as the Government of one Dominion 
adopts an attitude of defiance, Privy 
Council appeals, so far as that Dominion 
is concerned, will continue to be stultified, 
and the highest court in the Empire will 
be brought into disrepute. The present 
Government of the United Kingdom has 
no desire to retain Privy Council appeals 
against the will of any member State of 
the Commonwealth. It seems to be ready 
to grant the most extreme demands of the 
Dominions before they have been formu- 
lated, but let there be no mistake. If 
Privy Council appeals are discontinued, 


one of the most vital links of Empire will. 


be snapped. The Free State will he 
divorced entirely from the King in 
Council ; for, while Canada, Australia and 
‘the rest have their own Privy Councillors, 


the Irish Dominion has none. His Majesty 


is acknowledged willingly as King of the 
Free State. Why then should her 
Government boggle at a Privy Council of 
which its own statesmen would be leading 
members ?

A hundred years ago the” Poles and 
vast areas of Africa and Australia 
were known to Europe only as bare tracts, 
marked “ terra incognita ” upon the maps.

To-day 
the museums, as well as the botanical and

Yn 1830, when the 
Royal Geographical Society was founded, 
its interests were geographic in the widest 
sense, concerned with the mapping of 
territories and with the general aspect of 
lands formerly unknown. «Its knowledge 


now is well-nigh complete; and scientific

details of ethnology, 
population, and climates are: its chief 
subjects of discussion. Thig. sober and 
learned organisation has sprang from a 
tiny source.

Oysters. 


The identity of the first man who ate an 
oyster has become a historic mystery, com- 
parable only with the song thatithe Sirens 
sang or with the precise sentiments ex- 
pressed by the Governor of North Carolina 
to the Governor of South Carolina. Who- 
ever he was, he was a venturesame and a 
courageous fellow; for the oyster'’s exterior 
is repellent enough, and not least so when 
the halves of his shell aré opening and 
shutting with a sinister motion. The in- 
terior, for that matter, is far from pre- 
possessing to the sight; but, if dainties 
were condemned on the evidence of! their 
looks, the world never would have made 
the acquaintance of caviare, foie gmas and 
the darker beers. Having risen superior 
to his face value, the oyster has taken his 
proper place in the scheme of things, and 
full gastronomic honours were paid to 
him at a feast held in the Old Moot Hall 
at Colchester yesterday. The 340 guests 
at these Gargantuan obsequies ¢omsumed, 
as we are told, no fewer than 10,000 
oysters—surely a convincing token of 
esteem—and, as many of them are alleged 
to have confessed, could have eaten more. 
We admire, although we do not profess io 
imitate, that strong man of the pas} who 
engulfed two hundred at a sitting, and | 
by his effort established a world’s 
‘* record,” His was a “ record ” worthier 
of attainment than 
secured by a precipitous rush over Niagara 
in a steel barrel or by a prolonged session 
on the top of a pole. Feats of this: kind 
weary the bones and muscles, but, as 
Homer remarks, ‘‘ nothing is more relent- 
less than an angry belly ’’—and the aiter- 
math of two hundred oysters must be, in 
very truth, an ordeal.

Argentine every year, the Republic spem is 
a greater sum in purchases from the 
United States. Another interesting porn 
is that the deposition of the ex President 
is supposed to be almost entirely due 
the influence of the United States. Thi 
belief is somewhat remarkable, since the 
United States buys no cattle or wheal 
from the Argentine, but confines its in 
terests to the selling of its own man fa 
tures. No official intimation that the 
agreement has been cancelled has heen } 
ceived at the Foreign Office.

A SURVEY AND SUGGESTIONS. 


In the course of his address Sir Felix 
Schuster said:—I am bound to state that 
during an active business life, extending 
over fifty-eight years, I have never. ex- 
perienced general conditions, all the world 
over, presenting so grave and serious an 
aspect. Others share this view, and it 
bchoves us men of business to stand 
together, to consult as to the best policy 
to pursue, and to make our influence felt. 

We were told last week on high authority 
that there is a prevalence of defeatism 
about, that things were equally bad a 
hundred years ago, that others are as 
badly off as we are—in fact, that we are 
to keep on smiling and that all will -be 
well;. perhaps, even there may possibly 
be no further increase in that taxation 
which is already crushing the .life-blood 
ont of out industries. Is that the .spirit 
to overcome difficulties, to -solve the 
problems on which the future of the 
country and of the Empire depend? 


THE REAL COURAGE. 

This is no ordinary crisis. To under- 
rate the forces that are arrayed against 
us, to minimise the dangers, is to invite 
defeat. The real courage is to estimate 
them at their true value. Surely that is 
a lesson the war should have taught us— 
and there is an- economic ,vwar going on 
now, and there are questions pressing for 
immediate solution which call for: the best 
efforts of a united people, independently 
of political parties, who frame their 
policies with a view to the next general 
election. i 

I was privileged during the early days. 
of the war to take part in the delibera- 
fions on the financial measures that had 
fo be taken, and it was a pleasure to see 
leading statesmen of all political parties 
working together harmoniously to. one 
common end. Why- should not the grave 
problems now before us be solved similarly 
on non-party lines? Neither the present 
Government nor their predecessors can be 
said to have dealt with them efficiently. 


A NATIONAL COUNCIL... 
Parliament, under our present deficient 
clectoral system, does not truly represent 
public opinion, especially on economic 
questions. Could we not have a truly 
national Government, consisting of the 


leading men of all parties—or 1s this a 


vain dream? Why should there not be 
created an independent Council, composed 
of men of experience, free from the tyranny 
of party politics, and including all classes 
of the community? The workingman 
should have strong representation. 

There was room, he continued, for a 
National Council of producers, traders, 
workingmen and economists, whose dée- 
liberations and conclusions should carry 
weight with public opinion. 


THE PRESENT EVILS. 

What, he asked, are the principal evils 
we are suffering from? 

Unemployment; but the remedy should 
he not through merely temporary ex- 
pedients. Increased stable and permanent 
employment must be the aim. 

Excessive cost of production, which puts 
ns at a disadvantage with our foreign com- 
rr titors. 

Excessive taxation, which necessarily 
‘ithdraws capital from our industries and 
vrevents mew enterprise. The consequence 
sa lack of confidence in the future. . . 

this excessive taxation was brought 
about by extravagant expenditure on the 
part of all public bodies. Expenditure on 
ulproductive schemes for the purposes of 
(‘cating emmployment. had invariably failed, 
and led to increased unemployment. There 
“ere many aspects of the “ dole ” which 
were inherently unfair to the honest 
vorker, as well as to the State. 


TARIFF PROBLEM. 


The great. question of free trade and 
-oionial preference has once more become 


bang and must, inevitably raise the 
cost of living all round. 

At the International Chamber of Com- 
merce some of us have fought against them 
as hard as we could. Representatives of 
most foreign nations have agreed with us, 
but their Governments have remained 
obdurate. As long as they are under the 
impression that we are not prepared to 
use the one weapon that is in our hands, 
they will not change their attitude. But 
if they are told that -we, their best cus- 
tomers, may be compelled to use defensive 
measures on our side also, I think a great 
change may fake place; and this I believe 
to be the method to bring about the uni- 
versal lowering of tariffs to which we all 
aspire, 


SAFEGUARDING AND COLONIAL 
PREFERENCE. | 

Continuing, he said that the standard 
of life. which we all desired to maintain 
for our working classes was not egualled 
by our foreign competitors, and their cost 
of production was, therefore, lower. And 
we .must further remember that, in 
addition to Customs tariffs against our 
exports, we had to fight against all sorts 
of subsidies, bounties, reductions of the 
cost of transport, and so forth—all calcu- 
lated to stimulate the export of to 
us below their actual. cost of production. 
The safeguarding of our industries against 
such artificial and unecondmic™ conditions 
does, he said, appear to me not only 
justifiable, but inevitable. 

The establishment of closer commercial 
relations with the Dominions must be 
attractive to everyone. Any proposals put 
forward should be submitted to the most 
careful study. 

Present circumstances were such that, 
if devised and carried out with moderation, 
safeguarding and colonial preference 
seemed to hold out the best prospect of 
increased, steady employment, improved 
trade, and a restoration of that confidence 
in the future which was so sadly lacking 
nowadays. 

The organisation of our great industries 
was now such that they were ready to meet 
our competitors successfully. 


EFFECT OF FALL IN PRICES. 

_ ‘For a long time, he said, there has been 
an outcry against the high cost of living. 
Now we are suffering from a rapid and 
violent fall in the prices of commodities, 
causing great losses to many. Retail 
prices have not yet responded to a _— 
extent, but this must inevitably follow 
and-the result must be a lowering of the 
cost of production, and increased consump- 
tion. Purchasing power, so oo 
deficient in all parts of the world, will 
increase, and a healthy revival of trade 
should follow. 

Agriculture, he added, deserved the most 
careful consideration. - 

WORLD UNREST. 

Great unrest, he said, prevailed in 
many. parts of the world, which could not 
last indefinitely. The darkest cloud, he 
continued, is Russia. That great dis- 
seminator of poison gas still exerts her 
baneful influence to the injury of civilisa- 
tion in all parts of the world: Evidence is 
accumulating of her deliberate attempt to 
injure and undermine the trade of other 
countries, and thus to inflict financial 
injury and political disorder. Has not 
the time arrived to deal with this grave 
question / i

BEHIND THE SCENES. 


A great deal of.negotiation has taken 
place behind the scenes, and some of the 
committees are advanced much further 
than they. have allowed us to know. I 
‘understand, for example, that the Graham 
Committee virtually has decided to recom- 
mend the adéption of some kind of quota 
system, at least: for wheat and: probably 
for certain other commodities as well.

by the further announcement that the 
Execuive Council had decided to impose 
a tariff of threepence a pound on imported 
butter—a Statement that seems to smell 
\loudly 6f a canard. I am informed here 
that the proposal to institute’ a butter 
uota has not been rejected. Beyond that 
1 cannot go. 


‘DANES NOT AFRAID. 


This brings me to a very interesting 
conversation that I had to-day with 
a friend®of mine who has just come back 
to Engldnd from Copenhagen, where he 
has been: interviewing some of the leaders 
of the agricultural industry. He told me 
| that the withers of the Danes are entirely 
unwrung by the ssibility of British 
preferences for Irish produce. They are 
prepared “for a quota or even for a tariff 
on foreign butter, eggs and bacon, and 
declare that they have no fear of Irish 
competition . ica 

The reason for their cocksureness is 
very simple. They take the view that 
until Irish produce is standardised they 
need not fear Free State competition. 
Unfortunately, this view is borne out 
by mw own experiences. Since I 
came te.London I have taken the trouble 
to have.chats with various retailers of Irish 


and they all agree that while the best Irish 
is better than Danish butter, eggs or bacon, 
the average Danish is far ahead of the 
average Irish. . The English housewife, 
when she buys Danish produce, knows 
exactly what she is getting. When she 
buys Irish she takes a chance, and English 
women notoriously do not like to gamble 
in their food supplies. 


LACK OF STANDARD. 


The lack of a definite standard in the 
Free State is much to be deplored. Í-was 
under the impression that Mr. Hogan's 
three Acts had settled all that, but I seem 
to have been mistaken. At any rate, the 
London traders are not at áll satisfied with 
the quality of the produce that they are 
getting from Ireland.

As you know, I was doubtful 
about the propriety of such legislation, 
but clearly my duty now is to secure, so 
far as I can, that the Act results in the 
greatest possible benefit to the institutions 
which it was intended to aid. 


“ DISADVANTAGEOUS.” | 
“Now, I do not think there is the 
slightest doubt that the running of rival 
sweepstakes for different ‘institutions on 
the same race can be otherwise than dis- 
advantageous. . The impression is . widely 
current abroad that these sweepstakes are 
erganised directly by the Government, 
and I do not believe it would be possible 
at this stage to dispel that. impression. 
When an intelligent foreigner is asked to 
buy tickets for two different sweepstakes, 
both in his view purporting to be 
organised by the Free State Government, . 
and run in rivalry with each other, he 
will probably come to the conclusion that 
one or the other is bogus, and refuse to 
buy either.
